Mell hav the Pagan ſome bodpelſe, who like Wiſe was 
grieued ſoʒ him. Foz Proſerpina below in her darke kings 
dom thꝛougb the malice which ſhe bare againſt the Graks, 
entreated her beloued Pluto, foʒ aid in the behalf of Benibo, 
acatnſt the Erecias. The infernall pꝛince was ſo ſubica to 
his wides requeſt, that be commanded Diſcoꝛd to be called, 
wyom, with the greateft compans that poſſibly might be, 
be commanded pzcſently to depart, e fs leaue neither armes 
no lance an end, which Hould not bee bent againff the 
Grekes : faz the Grectans bold attempts were not to be 
endure d. Diſco felt it ſeife ſome thing grieued, tuer duc 
the time of the venturous Octauius Auguitus; fs2 het arme 
being vnable to reiift the valoz of that yong man, he peace⸗ 
ably voſiofled the whole wozid; wherekoze it was ancalle 
matter to mae her lcaue that infernall habitation: ſhe 
was Weil accompaned; koz with her went Ambition, and 
Zelouſp, friend to the blind god, and there went Auarice and 
che teſt of the mictnall Furies Diſcoꝛd ſallied, armed at all 
pieces, in ruũet armour, with aſuwozd in tach hand, 4 vpon 
her ſhoulders abzight ſhining gg irreur; a ſigne, that as the 
parboned none, ſo would Ge go in la fetie lrem her enemies, 
accounting all foz luch Ceuetcuſnes marched with ber ſpe⸗ 
cacles, which made all the ſaw ſeme greater, with a mon⸗ 
Ureus aſpet, The firft place attempted, was in Morea, a- 
gainſt the bzane © birebio, tothe ende 5 in ſerutce cf his [.1- 
c14n2 he (ould tepatire into Grecia, there nowe fo recover 
that, which befs:e, by bis late comming he had loſt, They 
knew how to take ſo god oꝛder, thai aitheugh the Pzince 
went with his conkedtrates, al the kingdom was in att vps 
ror, to attend the (erutce of their loaueraigne L025. The 
king of Licvanta was already ſummoned, to the ende that, 
with the arcatet tozces that he was able to make, he ſhould 
L24W ncre viito Niguea, Couctoulneſſe encomntred this 
man and in ſuch ſozf aut rcame him, that af the inſtant her 
Vegane ts ozder his people, wich were many and well 
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The faire Liizne would not fap lr going into Greece; 
foznot a little ſact iæded fo2 her there: Cod frtents had they 
rapſed againſt Gre cia, but their chieteſt tiuſt remay ned en 
the bzaue Remenes. Diſcezd,CeuetouſneVe and i. y ili⸗ 

on teke charge ot the Cenc ueſt: F02 the very ſoils of H c- 
{1112 Was poll ffed, le ing ter faith ſe ill reward ed. and that 
the Dacian had made x ſcoffe ct her. There is 119 Upper 
which ſhe weth it ſelfe lo cruel, as a faire Tabis both egein ﬀ 
him, ubem ther bath once lenes a3 her ſcule. Jealcuüte 
croſſed in the middeſt vuntilſhe was whoipg eucrcome, foꝛ⸗ 
ting her to aſke truelt vengeaiice of her father , toz that 
which the Dacon had conmitted. They made Herts adde 
thereunto, Which was, that the Tmpereur aiking her, 
whether there paſt any pumile of g ariage?: ©ba(bering 
blinded with paſſion ) an{wered der Father, Ped, 

Watch opp;eched in ſo god a tine, that a Taſfiiiſks 
cturneth Hot mee wiathfull, then the Komanc Empe⸗ 
reur Conſtantius ſhewed bimlelte fo bee againſt ths 
Erckkesthe pꝛeſentip commianted a Councell to be aſſe m- 
led in this cafe :there centred thereinio Artiano, thebaaue 
Þzince of Klwary, them Diſhoncur Had alrcavy cuiers 
come, bzirigine to his mite, the diſgrace whercinto Don 
Flclero the Piinte of Datia had bꝛought him:end as his 
Lorce was the fru, and he well diſpoſed thereto, bee Fuus 
his epinion, that by fire and ſwoꝛd, vengeance ſhc uld be tas 
ken, No man gaineſait this pallicnate peng man. The 
alarme was ſpedily giuen u Nemec, and in all ti e Teures 
lubtec therete. 

Thither came the Kings of Zerſſa, of Carthage and of 
Argtcr, all Which were fricnds to the Kemanes. 

Lhelking of Robes ſailez not in this warte. As fo; the 
furious Almainc, be theught with bis owne people dien 2 
lo giue batteil to the heile wezld : ſo; he left not ti; all Als 
many, nepther high noz low, one m an that Was able fg; 
ide warres. 

The King ol Scotlend came with a mightie Poſſe , in 
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fanour of the Komane Empire, to the friendſhip he hada⸗ 
monalt the Daughters. Diſcozd was pet ofgreater pow 

cr ; (02 it paſſed into Gibta, leading Revenge by the hand, 

Where the pnbltſhed the death of their Pꝛinces, by the hands 

of the Dactan Lozd tn Kome: their death was there alrea⸗ 

dp under ſtod, and mourned fo2., 

But thoſe inkernall furies knew ho w to take ſo god oz⸗ 
der, that all that whole populous Bingdome was at an in⸗ 
Cant in an vpꝛoꝛe: who had a ponger brother, and the moſt 
valiant man in all thoſe kingsomes, calleo Brunduſio the 
ſtrong, who although that hee were not a Opant of his be⸗ 
die, pet there was no man (how ſtrong ſoeuer) that was able 
ta reliſt his foʒce. which pet was net knowne ts ve bo:row- 
fd. Ve ſpeedily began to leuie people, gathering together 
the 1Be2derers, which were bzaue Knights , with many 
P2000 Gpants, which exceeded two thouſand : of other peo- 
ple, the ftrong Brunduſio rapſed an hundzed thouſand figh- 
ting men, and with them hee went to iopne himſelfe with 
the Romanes , carrying ſufficient pꝛouidon foz-many 
daies, pertepuing that the warre would be sf long conti⸗ 
unance. The Emperour at his arinall recerued him with 
great tov, ſeeming vnto him, that with that people, ano the 
reſt which he would levie,tt were a (ſmall matter to ſubdue 
the whole wozld: they would not inuade the Grækes, wwith- 
out aducrtiſing them of their departure, deeming that it 
Wend bee attribyted fo their ſmall valour, although it fol- 
lowede moſt crurt! nauall warre, as that which paſſed bes 
twene them end ihe Seldenof Eappt, which would gine 
them notice, that they were dailp to expect them. Herewith 
was there made a moſt vꝛeud tefpance, ſigned by vit kings, 
which wrre topned in that confeveracte With the wigdtie 
Nomane, whoof himſelte and of his adherents, had tenicd 
abous fonte gundꝛedtheuſand mot ready and expert Sonls 
diers : fo amengſt them went tie kerte Almaines,a proplie 
thzough all the wozld held fo: vilient. Commandement

Ant with 
this pzeparaticn ep ipaTiiy fcut feure rents, intem⸗ 
pany with a coul.n germane of Prurncuhogcalied Ccriando, 
z nicht valiant Brig. e teld ntte ſeceretcete aficr bis 
ſtrong teuſn, with a Demſcll called Sabina, which bmw 
Don Hele uo, fog thai che tabinuitcdhimtothe Juſts, wie 
car ie d the defpante end end ſealed, knowing U bat hc bad 
to lap, as ſhee Which was cric of the moſtdilctat wemen, 
of the wozle, The mellengers were abevt to depatt, ulen 
in the great Lalace wired theſe, Which were leut by the 
Soldan of Niquea, adurrtiled by Lupercio, of that which 
the infernall Furies het gayr.cd Vpon the Ren ane 
P2ince. Ahcre came the bzotter cf the Þ3ince of the 
Garamants, lutira to the Soidan, end iwo other Þzins 
tes, Which were ol Pldia end of £1minta, Who, al- 
though tycp bad bet nein dug rect with the Soltan, abcut 
the Ut aling of Lirtana cg ts ſait in tie ful tür, le lrteth 
being knewne , that iber Lab not lan the canſe, no3 acs 
quainted therewith, tereceyred them into his ft ient ſhip, 
kinding them by te faremts.

T Vere v was no man in all the Hal, which held not Grece 
foz loſt q bzought foraine , ſezing ſo great pʒwer aſſem⸗ 
bled g cambmedtogelher againſtit. The Emperaur cams 
manded a TCouncell to be holden in this caſe, and being en⸗ 
tred ints the Ball appointed fo2 the purpoſe, it was conclu- 
ded to latiſfle the Saldans demaund, leing their quarrels 
were alike, although bis owne fazces were ſulictent fo: 
that en terpzile alone, but with all this, it might be the 13028 
eaſily perfozmed ; and pꝛocuring new friends from thence⸗ 
ſo:th, wherebp, what was gofte, might ve the better deken⸗ 
dcd; ko all men held the victozie fo2 certaine. CQith this re⸗ 
gluttion the Emperour came fozth, and tals them What in 
his Tounſell of war was determined. Zhey receiged much 
content ,aithough calling to remtbꝛance p vuty they otght 
uno 1{olavel: which did much ailap and cole them, ſè ing it 
ütted not the wozth of nights to make war againſt thoſe 
Wu had erpod their pcrios fo their liues gliberty. But 
they here not to be blamed , (&ing they pcrfozmed but the 
allegee21c9 


of the Mirrour of Knixtthood, 


allegeance, which they ought to their loutraigne Peince. 

Foure dayes they remapned in Rome, highly feaſted in 
the bouſe of the Almayne Pzince Arflano, who entertainer 
them with ſuch Maieſtie as hee was able: foz Captaine of 
the Gallies they nominated him of Almanic; and Brun- 
duſio the ſtrong , fo2 the land; who reiopced thereat in his 
ſoule, foʒ the great deſire he had to pꝛoue himſelfe againſt tho 
Oreckes, who then were lo retiowmed. is deftre was 
ſperdily accomplifhed, pea, and made him ſoꝛp that euer he 
had it: foz he meite witha Ladie, who made him tolweat 
d;ops of bled. 

The next day they parted from Rome, with the an⸗ 
[were which the Emperonr gaue them: The whole hoſt of 
Niquea reiopted at the newes, ſeeming vnto thein that thep 
chould alluredlpbereuenged. A thouſand times would the 
bꝛaue Bembo haue departed, but the Soldan withheld him, 
vntill he could no longer dillemble it, neither how much if 
grleued him to ſtap foꝛ leaue, taking in his company Brabc- 
rante, Who with his Barke was ariued at the Pozt of R i⸗ 
guca: fo: his aduerſarie Brufaldoro was gone into Pauri⸗ 
tanta, fo leuie new fozces. The Soldan was very ſo2te fo; 
his departure, but Lupercio told him, that he would returne, 
befoze they went out of the Pozt: foz the fame of Aiquea, it 
was requiſite, that thoſe two famous Marrlours ſhould de⸗ 
part, Thep bare new Armes, becanſe they would not be 
knowne , purpoſüng to palls into Orecta, and to ſ@ with 
pleaſure how they triumphed over koztune. The fourth 
day of their nauigation, ſapling by a tvinde, they ſaw a 
Gallte, comming with great farte, it ſemed to them, to be 
the Flowze of Chiualrie : and commanding to wend as 
bout, they made towards her, who {pedily dzew nigh:and 
ſatng the Armes of the Romanes, which the Galley bare, 
Bembo commanded his Squire, to know who was with- 
in. So bearing a flagge of france , he leaped into the (kiffe, 
and d2zawing nere to {he Galley, he ſapd, that hee came 
from cextaine Bnigtzte, which much deſtred to know who 
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was therein, The vralozous Coriandro, who went i tem- 
pany with the terre Grants qthe Dan ſell, anſu erco him, 
that therein went certaine Knights cf Rem? inte Grccia, 
to deſie the Crekes. Puch were they pleaſed with the an, 
{were of thoſe Pzinces, and leeing they held that courſe,ba- 
zung ſo gos eccaſton they lald they weuld accempanpibem: 
{02 no leller viſples ſuxes had ther allo recciued ob Oreks. 
{t epprarcd what thep were, by their Atmes:and lothoie 
of Kome alſs rctoyced in their ſoules, to haue ſo raliant 
Lights (as the y ſemed to be) in their company.nct [&ug 
the boure tomect ihe in Grecia: where we wit leaue them 
bntiil their time, fog they will bzing in matter mough ty 
talke ot.

As toſubtect the mind in thele lo⸗ 
ners caſes, is reſcrued to loue onelp, it ozdained fo2 the grea- 
fer evill, that Celibella moſt affected the younger, not foz 
that he had moze then the other, but that foztune thought it 
an honcurablefrophe to triumph ef theſe two louers: with 
het eles did this fatre Dame giue her beloucd gallant fo vn⸗ 
derſtand, to what eſtate foztune had bzought her: but they 
bad ſo (mall hope of being beloued, that notwithftanding 
that the ſhewed it witha thouſand good countenantes, pet 
be could neuer be perſwaded,that ſhe loued him: fo2 as that 
Lady is the Þ! nx of beautie, het held a fauour from her 
hand, to be ſucha thing, as love it ſelfe could not deſerue, 
and ſo they p2occded in their loucs a-vic, without acquain⸗ 
ting the one the other with the ſecret of their mindes. Ik 
was no ſmall gricſe tothe Ladie, that Rotaner could not 
t rieiue bow well ſhe loued him; and fog the Lady to make 
ſhew thereof by any ſtgres oz other meanes, ſhe weuld nok 
tog eny thing in the wozld, bell knowing, how much the 
cheulo therein pꝛeiudice ber henour: with the offen faucurs 
and publtke pzapſe, which ſhe care to whatſoeuer this gal- 
{ant did, he was partly perſwaded that the leued him: but 
pc! becculd hardlptels ue. 5 foztuxe would be ſe — 
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at this infant, wherein Celibella ſht we d her ſelſe melt ate 
fetted vnto him, accepting of the endeucurs and explopts 
which Noſanet perfozmed in her ſetuite, there was bacught 
to the Court a kinſcweman ofthis Ladies, who was the 
beginning and ending ol all theſe miſhaps: She trul was 
ſa ze; foʒ ſome b hat being of kinne fo the Kings daughter, 
cla ue to her. As my Lady was young, and a nou ice in loue, 
ſhe was vi opinion, that it was much eaſe to diſcloſe it ſe me 
others are of the fame epinion; but foz my part, à vitcrly 
condemne it: feꝛ there is no greater griefe, then toreucyls 
the ſecrets of the heart, whereby the icriowne may be tous 
ched, and from whence nothing is dzawne, but the Ladyto 
ſubſ: her ſelfe to the party to whome ſhee reueyleth her les 
cret, who alſo (peraduentute) will hold her foz moze light 
in diſcouering it, then foꝛ being in loue. This hapned ſeme⸗ 
times, The uvnuwarp Lady trode theſe reaſons vnder ft, 
told ali to Felina, foz ſo was her kinſwoman called, The 
diſcouerp of this ſecret ſcrued not to yeeldany calc to the 
L ady,Lut to tnciteher kinſe woman ts fall in loue with the 
Peince Dariſteo, and that in lo god tarneſt, that hee ſpers 
dily made it appeare, Eut as hee was ſo engculſed in the 
lone of Celibella, he tecke no notice with what aft nion 
Felina ſhe word her lelfe to be his. The Katy Pzinceſle pirs 
tex ued it well, and recexued nol mall pltalure therein, ima⸗ 
gin ing that there with Dariſteo would le aue to bee lot na- 
moged ok ter, foz the beauty of her kinſcwonian was ell 
wozthy to be bcioued. There were often nicetings inthe 
hall bet we ne theſe foureloucrs; tut à know not u bo is a- 
ble to agre them, fo2 with my tongue J am not able; foz 
neyther partie left to lcue, though it were not accepted. It 
apptaredin their eres: fo2 the two brothers fired theirg 
vpent the Patncefe,and ſhe with newſpoples beboldeth her 
Folarer, makirg her eyes fat with be holding him. But 
her couſin being touched to the quick, with apparant ſgnes 
glucth teſtimon pol her lone, in beholding her Dariſteo, in 
whom ſhe onelp delighteh, * whom the dzawerh

tion, the careleſnes where with the pꝛince anſwered her, put

gan could not lie vp his arme with bis ſhield, there Was no 
defence againſt the Cre bes foꝛce toz he huricd all $18 ſea⸗ 
thers to the ground, s p3;tol y crowne ef his bean: with the 
payne of tze blow $ valo;ous oe came again tc bimlchf,

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and bzcaking his launte, as if it hat bine ard, be the lo 
the trunchlon a great way off fron! him, ſeftirg hand to his

The Crerke cut of his fathers battell) never met wi'h a 
moꝛe couragicus aductſarie, and thersſoze it bas a thing 
wozth the fight, (o {& him fiott, baſcning ſuch mightte 
ble ves and lo thicke, as made the oc lane inteuttof 
bis la fe tie, and made him u ith bis cycs to fe his errcur, no 
e ſſe to his coſt, then the loſſe of his life and honour: but fog 
alithis he left not lometimts te giuc ſuchblolles, that the 
people ſhould not account the battell foz came 02 cnbid. 
Fcure houres were paſt ſince ther beganne: and es at the 
ürſt, they wi eled abeut, drawing ſozces ork of great 
blowers, the Crake gaue the Pagan ſuth a blow en the

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Ail men wondzed at this rigezous combat, thinking wilt 
thomſeldes, that there neuer was the like ſene in the 
woꝛldꝛand ſo was ide King ſaying to the Pzince his ſonne, 
that hee was much beholding to the Unight of Truelty ſæ⸗ 
ing bo 'p he had dealt with him, andthe like ko the Peinct 
of Campania, who maruelitng much thereat, ſato, 7 doe 
certainly belzne , that this batteil will he perpetually me⸗ 
moꝛable, and much it would grieue me, that eyther of them 
ſhould die, ſeing how great loſſe their death would being 
to the wozld. The ſozrow would bee generall, (ſaide the 
gentle Liſander cf Tucania) who was of opmion, that hee 
in the yellow would obtaine the victozte. They turned to 
behold the battell, which at that infant was maintained 
with much ob{tinacte, but in the end they were of fleſh, and 
fell to the ground, they gaue ouer their hold, befaking them⸗ 
ſelues to their armes, where with they afreſh renewed the 
battell, which was moꝛth the ſ&ing , although with ſome 
aduantaac to the Greke; ko; as he was moze npinble , hee 
charged and retpꝛed with agilitte both of bodpandminde, 
The Pagan would haue relied himſelfe, who, as hee was 
heauilp armed, and cozpulent of bodp, and the baltell had 
laſted ſo long, he was out of bꝛeath, x ſaid thus, Jfit pleaſe 
pou, Sir Unight, let vs reſt vs a little ; fo2 thererematneth 
time tnongh to ende the battell. J will take none (anſwe⸗ 
"e5 the cruel! pong man) neither (ali there be anp thing 
to te it me. but to ſe thy head memphands, fo2 the ill ma⸗ 
c, which thou dior vie towards me. There is no vents

erarded, that with greater koꝛce then at the beginning, he

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to let both hie tanrs to the greund, Ye haftedio him with 
enothcr, vw heren ith hee had wholp cuerthzeure bim, but 
that he holpe bimſclſe with his knas, which Were lo Krong⸗ 
ly faftened in the eaith , that hee could not ſiretch bim⸗ 
ſcife cut at lengih, to glue further place to the Pagans 
ſurie. 

Without all deubt, the Greeke had bene in great dan⸗ 
ger, and the battell to hum would haue banc much moss 
coſtly, Lut that itgozeus furte being pall, at aninftant 
appeared the aducntage cn his ſite, U hich was in the pel⸗ 
low, 

There is no doubt te be mabeofy pleaſure, which p gentle 
Bir Floriſiano of Apulta, would haue reteiued therin, ſecing 
how wel the Pinte bad periourmed his p2emile : il he had 
there with knowne, how weil the faire 1:0yia had ncgotias 
teb fo; him, no man would haue bene moze glad then hes: 
there was no reaſon, but her which had loued , and did fo 
effetually loue, as he did, but he hould be ſo, and ſo hee let 
himſelfe, to lee the env of the warte, which lalled not long: 
log the Grteke being cxiremety angry fo; the blowes which 
hee had teceiued, arole moꝛe flerte then a Baſtliſke, often 
atuing him ſuch cruell blowes, as put him cleane out of 
bꝛeath, making him ſometimes to ſet his hands, and ſomes 
times his knees to the around ; which did much moue him, 
leing bekoze his epes, the death, wherewith the cruell 
Ba!ght had the atnedhim, who being deſirous to end the 
Warte, defending 511 ſeiſe witg his ſhield, cloſed with him, 
and gains dim lach an encounter that if made hun gius 
back warde; making the woof failing. bee holpr him theres

Tale true louers imbꝛaced each other with ſo much 
hp as cannot bee imagined; zt lufficeth to beleene, that it

to 377 eigped. 433 ft at houre they fwde talking. giuing 
many tyankes to the Græke fo2 that which hee had done 
fo, then, admiring his beautie and few peeres.

ſeife alwfe off, valozeus Cmparſie of Trabilonda, ſaid her 
dearelp beloued ſonne, fo; it is not reaſonable that to 
hands ſo generous Gould happen any diſgrace. The Tadie 
wondered toſe that ſhoe was knowne by that Knight, and 
{macining that if was (ome of her kindzed, thee allatled 
the Slant which had falne to the ground, with whome thee 
returned to a moſt cruell batteil, but if laſted not long, quen« 
ching the ſame with the death ofthe Giant, Alone remained 
Claridiano, Claramante, and the gallant Koſamundi, a- 
gamſt Bembo, Brauorante, and the furious Cortandro. 
whoſe fight, O Buſcs of Pernaſſus, that a man might dip 
bis pen in the fountain of your ſacred lignoz'fo2 much moe 
doe theſe fire moſt rare in valour deſerue: they fell out of 
oꝛder, fo2 againſt Rolamundi, the Achatan adoꝛeſſed hims 
ſelſe, and Brauorante àgainſt the bꝛaue ſonne of T rebatius;: 
with Claridiano happened the wounded Cortandro, which 
yet with moztail wounds p2olonaed his foztune. 

There was no fight to be ſane like to Roſamundies; fog 
although that the were not equall in fo2ce to the flerce Pa⸗ 
gan pet her rich and faire Armes in all ſupplied that want; 
fo; agatntt the edge of her rich ſwo2d, no armour ns2 en- 
charntment could auaile; fo2 ſhee ncuer gaue Bembo any 
blow, which did not pare away his harnefle, together with 
bis bꝛabony fleſh, 

The Pooze was wonderfully amazed fo ſe his armour 
ſo fozne, knowing that ſhe which fought with him, was 
but a gallant Ladie: a thouſand times would he haue with- 
dane himſelte from her, accompting it a baſe thing fo 
wage battell againſt her, but ſhe did ſa anger him with the 
often blowes which the gave htm, that treading all under 
fole, he began to defend himſclfe and to offend the Ladie. 
g\u'ng her fuch (ound knockes , that, but that ſhes tooke 
them bpon Semiramis armonr, without doubt he had dealt 

dul baroly with her: bat if the tok any blowes,it was to the 
JI Greater 
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greater dammage cf the Pagan which gaue them: fog ſhe 
charging and retiring, as nymbic andquickeas an Eagle, 
mave the victozic very doubliliiii,ard oftentimes bzovght jt 
to that palle, tt at it plamely appeared to be hers, ſhee wag 
ſo furious. The battell betwanc Brauorante and Clara. 
mante deſcructh 8 Komane Tyeater; foz eche of them 
knowing his enemies fozce, they began tomake benefite gf 
their agilitie, which was ſuch, and employed in ſe god ſca- 
(on, that neither of them could faſten a full blow: but hee 
which toke any vpon his armeur, it made his fleſh blacke 
and blew, and bzought him tothe ground vpon his knees, 
Unequall was the battell betwane Claridiano and Corian- 
d:o: foz as he wanted both bzeath and blood, his ouerthzobo 
did plainely appeare, o: his certame death, at the inſlant 
that Arclumloraes Louer ended the battell, hitting him ſo 
bard vpon his ſhield, that it nothing auailed him to be of fine 
and well tempered ſtale, but that he (mote it in two pieces, 
ſozely weunding him inthe head, comming to the ground 
vpon ali fonte, and yet he was aſhamed, being in choler and 
bcfoze his Lab ie, holding eit but fog a mall blow, who hay 
una a thouſand an: oz0us ſulſpiciens in her head, the fied re- 
forcing in his valour, tnable to perſwade her ſelke that it 
Would be any other, then he whom ſhe loued with her ſoule: 
but comming to thew him any lauour, ber grauttle was 
ſuch, that The reſolved rather to die, then to ſhew any ſuch 
iinhineſſe; this colt her lo deare, that it made her to fſhedbg 
cop feares, Lhe the pillars of humane koztitude arri⸗ 
ned, when the Gracke dzewnere vnto the place where Ro- 
manch with Bembo were together by the cares, if ng&de 
required to ayd her. They Were no lelle then Don Heleno 
of Dacta, the faire Kolabel, and his friend, the Captaine 
Genecrall Ariftoldo; who hearing the noyſe of the battell, 
tame as hard as their hozſcs could runne. The Dacian pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlpalighted, and with hts {wozp dzawne, went dircalp 
fo Ben bo, thinking that bis Lady was cucrmatchcd. x fozs 
Dare nc, (ring the Cree Pzinee to do the like, but rather 
cucrcoms 
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duertome with furie, thinking 3 he had meant to haue ſtrike 
der, as he made great hafte, he cried vatohim, ſaying, old 
thie , vntourteous Bnight, foz this villany ſhall coſt tha 
thp life, The Sreke would ſcarſelp haue taken theſs 
words at his owne fathers hands:he gaue no anſwere, but 
floniſhing his are about his bead, with ſuch courage, that he 
made the al to waver, he was ſo quick in delluering his blow 
that Archufilora knowing that it was the Dacian, could not 
put her lelke bet warne them, beloze that the furicus peung 
man had iiriken him with the axe, on the tovoc of the el⸗ 
met, Brutus his Armes fa him in god ſtead. fo? sther⸗ 
U ile, from the head to the fest, his axe had (pit him: and nts 
withſtanding he made him do gor thee 02 foure ſteps backe⸗ 
wards, being ready to fall, he fotlawed him with a thzut; 
there was neuer a better giuen in all theſe battels: fo hits 
ting bim on the one ſide of the bzeff.he banke all p buckles, 
and within a little dilſarmed dim, making Him ſet ene kn@ 
to the ground, to fay hin vp. Yee sgaine likted vp his ter⸗ 
ble axe, but not with ſuch derteritie, as his Uncle would 
bane done, ſoz being long in bzinging the blow about his 
dead, he gaue plate te the Dacian to tloſe with him, with ſuch 
fog ce, that he likted him from ground, and with a little moze 
had guerthzowne kim, The Greeke was condlrained to let 
gde his are , the better to vie his hands. O pou Pzintes, 
which delight in armes, J would haue bene glas to haut 
ſeene you at this wzeltling ; fo2 nelber wearinefe did any 
way cauſe yp Greeke,to Hew himſelfto be anp other then he 
was wont to be:and the Dacian was ſo blindes with cholcr,

The night came ſo faſt on, that foz all that 
they could doe, they could not end it: the Greekes being c0-+ 
firapned (except they would loſe themſelues) to returne to 
their Gallep, where they might ſee their ercmics Pauie 
burning in a light fire: foz there comming a freih gale of 
wind from the ſhoze, it was a fearefull thing to behold the 
laughter that there was made: ik Nero had ſanc it, J bes 
leuc he had ſene that which he ſo much deſired. 

The Crate Navie was not free from that danger; foz 
as there were mant Gal! leres grappled together, the flame

In this hurry, tame p Captaine generall, and the moſt 
firong Mauritanlan, being ſome what out of breath; fog has 
uing buckled together, there miſt but alittle that the £ntios 
chian had not bene onercome,foz the $5002e was lo ſtrong, 
that few could match him: they came befoze the Greke , 
who food beholding his beloucd Archifilora, and ſuddenlp 
the Pagan ſmote the ſonne of riſelua on the fide of the 
Shield; it was great hap that he had not ſtricken it eut of 
bis hand, ans his arme therewithall: he made him fo dizzie, 
that he could not kell, whether he were alcote, oz en hozſes 
bat ke; he would haue given him a ſecond, and had ſtretch⸗ 
ed out his arme to giue it; but the vallant young man op⸗ 
poſed hunſelke, ſaying, Bold thee, thou il taught Dagan, z 
know, that it is no valour fo ſtrike him which cannot de⸗ 
lend himſelfe. Be ſtapd foz noanſwere, fo2 in ſuch caſes it 
(9 cxculſatle - but biucling his {ipod about his head with

{roup.teaumn any mole tottsuble tte tronps. Atthecfiits 
change, they lighted cn pkamous Brunduſio; wh gelcsping 
witt;out burt, with new eimet, would nads retulnc ty 
the battell, veltitng rather lo die in copany ct his Knights, 
then to line any wier elle. Ve entfred, reuenging hiniicite 
bron that peoze propir, among Which he did excceding 
muchhurt: Petite Orakes bidas gteat among them: lo 
s lome of ivetr Colcurs began te retire to the pallage 
where they fracame inis the field: but there they found 
the bzaaue Sacro; U ho did not onelp Nay the, but made 
acarcat laughter among them; lo as the Peozes Were beas 
ten on ether five; lea neither the fozte of their Captaines, 
neither their great number cf people could defend them 
from having the wozſer of the dap, by Yeaion that to the 
Crakes came nitil newinceous, 
hie blot thirnmth was knowne in the Citie, there 
remayiued net one J22ince therein: the Wake of Thebes 
ereculing the eFice of Sargcant Bale gevierall, bought 
102th in o2vcr, all thecarts which came lrem Antlechia, 
which hoe lp;ed oner all the fields, towards the Willow 
aclo, whire afrcſhfhey renuedthe battell: tog the bzaue 
CZmprerour of Nome, which was muſhpracniſeniuy wars, 
was come ingreat hatte with ati the reſt of his armic, ſet⸗ 
ting be loze all the Clans which he Had, to keepe their e- 
nemics buſied, while p Lioners began to pitch their Camp 
by a woods ſive leaunig it to (eruete2 a wail at thelr backs;

little to one five , the hozſe miſt fo runne vpon him, hee gi⸗ 
#117 a gallant blow: fo; raiüng his Club aloft, hee ſmote 
the night vpan the chaulders, making the bloud fo gulf 
out at his mouth, hee ſtretcht him along vpon his hozics 
nec ke: but the view which the Maſter receined, was no let 
fa the huſe, to refurne againe at the Tinacrian, beating the 
piuzmentiapætes with his helles. Now had the ſonne of 
Trcb tis taken fortune op the fozetop : foz ſlipping to one 
ſtoe, he toke the knight by the arme:it auaited him nat, that 
be was againe came to himſelke, neither that he bare a gal- 
lant mind: fa; hee pulled him to the ground, where ſtrug- 
ling, atlenath theo came to let goe their hold, beginning a 
new hattell, and although bloudie, pet worth the fight: fo; 
v2 ofthe Cattle was valiant, and he fought fo no [eſe then 
his hie and honour, but he gat little by thts poung man, whe 
43 enecte way his better, and much accuſtomed to feates 
of armes: And hauing gotten him afote in that mamer, 
had he bane Mars himielte, hee would haue made (mall ac⸗ 
tomↄt of him. With all this hee ol the Caſtle defended him⸗ 
telfe, and ſometimes offended the mightie Tinacrtan, who 
thinzinz that he loſt much time,reatcht him a ſound knock, 
12a he gaue him another, which made him fail on his hands 
to the ground, which, befozs that he could riſe againe, he le 

£91203, that within a little he had laid him all along. 
£913 \parrignr of the Caitle, as ſierce as a Lion (ſœing 
his death befoze his epes) conTogriag the enemies fozce, 
falling infodeſperation,thzowing his hie ld to ground, with 
his (13939 in boch his hands, went towards him, ſkriking 
him bpon b Held: the ſterce blow came with ſuch ſtrength, 
that tit beat tf ta his Helmet, making him loſe his lences. 
Tete was neuer (ene greater haſte then he made to [cc 55 
Hat hlo bo, and mate him en the top of his molt fine Helme, 
bersau te 
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yereantag him in a maner of his ſight:he would —— cloſed 
with htm with a Tavve : but the poung man as a erte as a 
Saliliſk, pꝛeuented him, beating it aſide, they came to hails 
2 v-gripes: and as zee was tronger then he of the Cable; 

lütting him v (ram groand, hee hurled him againſt the 
pa — and gane him a ſoze fali: hes of the Caſtie ill 
kept his hold of him, being afeard of death: and recoucring 
ſtrengthtahis weakencfe, he began to defend himelke, r 
ta pꝛocute his ſtbertie, But it was now tog late: fo; kus ⸗ 
{ing downe vpon him, with his dagger in his right hand. 
e made a good end ot his dapes wozke, hut lo Weatie, that 
he was not able to ſtand on his tcete. 

Alith all this, thinking that he had pet ſomething fo do, 
deſtrous to know what that might be, which was io much 
defended, with the ſame club on his necke, he entred in 
at another gate, he came into a large walke, af the ens 
whereof he ſaw avout the number of twenty Ladies, ſo cr - 
teeding faire, that they did euen make his epes to dazle, 
thinking with himſelfe (as indeede it was true, that there 
was nothing clic to be ſene. 

Akter that he dꝛew necre to vehold them, they were Las 

ics of Greece, which ther; were repꝛelented, although 
with new ſptrics, al! taking that fozme. Sceing him com, 
ming, thep let themielues to behold him, very well lik ing 
his pꝛopoztton. 

One of them, which to him ſemed to haue an Imperiall 
Crown on her head, ſaid vnto him, We would not, Knight, 
chat pou ſhould paile from hence without our faiyonr, w:; — 
Halde ſoneedfall fog pou, conũdering how mach there pe 
remaineth, that vithont it, it will be impoſlible to — 
good end of this aduenture.

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deree arc all well pkeaſed therewith (ſapd the fapned Las 
die) but you are to rece pue it htere in cur lodging, becaule 
that every one uill unpart ſome viito you apart;and lo you 
may come vp here, and F will lend peu my hand. 

Being (o heauilp armed, faire Lavics (anſwered the 
Meince) it will bee verp hard foz mee to get 10 high, You 
haue Four temedie in pour hand, anlwered the Ladie, fog 
dilarnung pauzpou map ealilipcomt vp £9 dux lodging, and 
t Gall be ancw kaudut foz pon, to be new armed at our 
hands. 

it will be (o, lapd the Srecke; but in a Caſtle where Y 
haue met with lo manp enemies, It thalinot be (afe to gos 
dilarmed whirefozelf there be ne gather altes, Jam uo 
oi opinion to fulttil pour commauncenient. 

ben I ſay, fare the Lavie, that peu ſhall not accem⸗ 
plich what pou pzetend, ling that Ladies requells (lo 
much in peur favour) ycu haut lo lightly regarved, 

They were all gone von a tudden, cru g him at their 
departure mextreme dack nelle, The ſezinte in ſome lozt 
was lezte that he han not ourped them: but imagining 
that it was ſome inchaunt ment, he was glad that be had en 
his Armour. 

By cyaunce he crifred in at a gate which led him into a 
fap:e Court: the Pateſtie and itcznefle thercof bercaued 
him of his iudgement ko there was nothing elle to be (ane 
bu! poztraptuics of gold, let with many rich pzetious 
Tones they ail lremed to the young man, to bee alise, the 
wlours were ſoecrcelleut and io wel lapdon.

As be ſtood thus beholding the Caltle, and he ingrauen 
mazkes of the walleg, there came (a2th at one fi e of the 
Court, amoft comelp and well conn!enanccy Bnight, in 
dis hoſe and dublet of greene cloth of gold, ſo faire and ſo 
poung, that the Tt :yacrian wondzed at his molt excellent 
renſtitution. Ber came with his (wozpy in his hand and a 
fcarlet mantie wound about his arme, with uch a oetture 
45 was ſtrange fo iec, and with very good behbauisur 
drawing nrere towards him, he laid, 

woule not, Sir Vonpſebus, but 5 pou had falue inte ſo 
great Bifgrace with ſhe Cadies, without which, peumigbt 
b2i1e gone fo2warcs with pour god foztune, which did 
allure pau actrtapne end of this aduent ure; but now be⸗ 
ing to tight, poi are to perfozme it with mer, and us:

Zhts battell being ended, which ſeeing that it cannot 
be eſchied (to end this adnenture! let it beas vou will haue 
if, althsugh 5 want a mantle, ſoz Jam perſwader, that 3 
zue ſo offended thoſe ponder Ladies in denping what they 
required, that thep will lend mer none, and vet F knowe 
no reaſon fo; it. (ering that hesctofoze à haue benc (s ſub 1c 
to their obedience. 

All the Ladies which befoze be had ſcene, had ſeated 
demſelues all aboue in the Galleryes to ſee the battclt

bz, wor entreate pou to leaue that Knight with his life, ſce⸗ 
inn howwliftielt impozteth pou to be au Bomicide, whereas 
„on may other wiſe haue the vitozte. It is a thing which 7 
Duld bee ſozte fa; (anſwered the valiant yoath.) J would 
v110:ous Ladies, that of pour part J might be commaun⸗

Doe not thinke, ſonne of Garroilea, that thy comming 
it this Caſcle ſh il fo litle colt the, The ꝛiace was aſha⸗ 
m5 toe hielte fo mocked. Mee turned to ſe the Ladies, 
Walt!) dolbeng gits death fo certatne, ſein him ſo ill hurt, 
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10 51s ent mie fo found and wel, dad left the itanding. The 
e ni 519 fairc Laie, hauing made ſtreames of teares 
fo; the great {ozrow which the felf, to ſw the Gallant 
wo me ſha ſo drarelp lone, fo bee ſo ſoze Wounded; much 
moze did the voung man gtricue at that, then to ſ& himicife 
{3 onnbes. But commiag againe to him ſelke, as furious 
83 
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as an Aſpicque, hee charged vpon his enemie, although 
awing ond eleg ſomewhat after him. There ts nocruel⸗ 
le comparable to this, fo death is not feared, ſo as reuenge 
may be had. Ye crofled his ſwozd ſomewhat low, making 
ſhew to bee oucreome, His moſt ſtrong aducrſarte thought 
to mahle benefit thereof, buf it hapned cleane conntrarie; he 
put by the hlo w, but with a full blow he ſmote him oner the

Ye ſcarcely touched theground, when he 
Vail ey wut 3* ff 1ht: all the Court was filled with a thicke 
darke M's nothing was heard but the lamentations of dis 
trelled Labies That being paſt, the T-nacrian felt himſclife 
Whole aud ſound ofal his wounds and blowes recetied,and 
gau armed with his rich armour, which was that which 
made him mo fo wender, hee law nothing in the Tourk 
vat the Sulger tree He dꝛew nere vnto it, wond. ing at the 
beatific and the rich enamelling of the body cf the tree. He 
readanOpitaph, differing frb that which the fatre Queene 
5f Lira met withall, when ſhe entfred into this Calle, as 
was declared in the lecond part of this Piffozie, witten 
with Gcekeletters in blond; the Loucr read them, which 
ald thus,

The rgung inan made no longer ttav, but comming to 
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the Solden bovgh, taking nod fating in the ground, hee ſet 
to his vallant hands, he bowed tbe bough fo much, that hee 
made it litze a bow, hee heard great exclamations, which 
came fozth of tho boty ofthe tree, ſaping, © cruell Knight, 
the caſe which toꝛmenteth me, J fer le inthe middeſt of ny 
ſoule, leaue me, it ſutficeth fo2 my atfliced heart, that thou 
fatiecompaſſion thercof, in knewing that Jam that in⸗ 
fo:tunate Alparraphio, Lo2d of all Egypt, and tomy great 
hurt a grcal:wizard,,, and this not ſufficetl,, foz J was the 
murtherer of mp owne daughter, in whoms reſted my life. 
Theſe wozds, noz the pitifull complaints of the Emprronr 
meoued him not, lo as to make him giue oncr her deternits 
nation:but rather with greater fozce then befoze, he ſo hard 
pulled the bougb, that he bꝛake it cf, running dowpe great 
ſtreaoies of bloud, all his armonr and weapons rechan- 
ged into that Purple colour, and hauing the bough, he went 
therewith to a gate within, which led into a great hall ſo 
rich, that it made him out ok his wittes, to behold the 
Paintings and Carued wozkes wich were round a- 
bout it. 

The young man was much troubled to fee the things, 
which were tn that moll faire hall: in one ſide thereof, hee 
ſaw comming foozth, an auncient Gentlewoman of good 
pectes, leaning vpon two Ntniptes, ſuch as hee (aw the 
Qucene haue apparelled all in white, cut vpon colcured

& die verte much retapced, to ſee the P2tncefſe at liber⸗ 
tic: (hee came to the gentle I imacrian, and taking him by

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the hand, thee ſaid, Come with mee, valoꝛous inte of 
Tinacria, and pou ſhall eniop the ſpople due vato pour 
rate vertue.

The Prince of Thar⸗ 
had tnouxh to doe ta followe him, hee went with och 
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jury and ſwiſt nete. Woth campes beheld tim. The Crete 
knew bim by the blew (care which Liana had ginen him. 
Dome followed im, the firſt whereof were, Cluraniarte, 
( laridiano, and the fap20 Arcluſilora, betcauſe they ſaw that 
Anode made all haſte, getting ground vpon his enemic + 
o picahe being miTing (whom ſo2e hurt they had car 
ned out of the hat tell) in a maner turning their backes, they 
made towards their campe, netwithſtanding that the 
£©00:2es in tbat place had the wozſt of the fight: ii mol} 
places elſe, they cryed, Aidozie: foz Beulbo remfozeng 
vis {ouadzon, had bzonght to his ayd a hundzed thouſand 
Aiſrzians; with which hee gaue ſo fierce a charge sn the 
gquadzen cf the Theſſalontans, that hee made them reti!s 
aboue a bow thot. 

Zhe Grakes were in better caſe on that fide where Flo- 
hand, with the gentle Volidolpho, with the people of Li⸗ 
(a, Apulta, and Creatia had entred: thep were fomewhat 
of kijine, and oz tbar cauſe thep alwalcs kept company. 
They were cf opinion, that the Ssrgeant Calo gencralt 
bud reſcued them and their peopie kroch, onclp koz that 
varcs ſermeie. Tbep were very confaent in their vatour, 
$1520830h that occation they vndertwlie great enterpiiles, 
and feil o1 that {ide from wheree Kobelt went; who with

hee couragtoeus (praches wiought ſuch effect, that e- 
arric one fourgtfa; two; no man was afcard of danger, ſo 
areat was the hope of vidozy, Ailwas but neede; toz the 
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Empcreur of Rowe bid ſo buſie the Duke of Thebes: and 
the Souldan of Caypt charges on the rigat wing, fo as 
the Greehes had tyeir hands fall on euer fize; foz with 
the Boulbdan came mightte Giants. 

Agatnit this ſquaszon the bianue Emperour Trebatius 
Adele himſstle, comp (ed about wah the hen men cf 
21! $35 armie: they two met, but the Ereekes farce was 
ſuch, that ertepting bis ſonnes, it was miatchicilc: hee 
cu:rtare both man and hoꝛſe to the ground, Manpaligh⸗ 
ted after him, ſome to defend him, others ko kill him, 02 
take bim pziſoner. 

Tieine Grants Which were of his gard alighked from 
their Clepbants to reſcue him, which did much hurt, With 
ell this as in a chaſe, there alighten the noble Cmperour 
and Rotacler, with the D:inces of Frauute, and Z oilo 
the bzaue Tartacian, with Brandiiidcl and Bramidoro;, 
and the gentle lnerch. There was renued one of the 
moſt perrilous fights that had bene ſecne of all that day: 
fo: the Emperour making no reckoning of the Giants, 
ruahed in amoncgit them, and at his enttte with a Tavbs

The iterce Giant fell not, ſeeking bekoꝛe bee dyed fo be 
reuenged: fo: hee ſu inged his heauie club about his head, 
and therewith gane the Emperour Lrebetius-ſuchablom 
ath wart his ihteld, as made hun go ffaggering fo one ide, 
readle to fall, and hee had falne, the blgw was io kerrible, 
bad not his valo20n3 Nephew Clarindy bene by him, who 
beld him vp with his hand. 

Ce vong ma made no ſtay there; fo: ſaing what had hap⸗ 
pened to his grandfather, caſting bis ſhicly at his vacke, be 
made at the Siant. Others were come to the aide, ſoas h. 
was wellreuenged: foz Bramiyoro with bis hraufe club, © 
the Pzince with his (woo {mote him both at once: one ot 
them made his c ies leap out of his ſcull, and the other with 
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is ſword cickt bis head. Rotacler turned to another which 
ad (mitten his Cincic. whom be made foloſe his fœling. 
This dap did the poung man winne his credit and eter 
mall pzaiſe; fo: witha mighty blowe he cut him almoſt in 
two peeces. Luck dis the father retopee to {ex the foꝛte of 
his ſonne, who mayntained a crucll fight againſt ansther 
Cant. This was no time to ſtrame courteſie, fo2 Brande- 
i4cl came, who with bis Fivcons clnb knockt him cn the 
pate: his Helmet cculd not protect him, fog he firetcyt him 
along at the Punces fecte. The Greekes and Paceds- 
man long their Enipers2,toke herein lo good ozder, that 
ey wenne part of the Siants campe. Theie remained two 
fo beate ne wes of the Greekes valcur: and had there not 
come ſo much people, that the trampling cf their bozſes 
wes daungcrous, they bad without doubt takenthe Soul⸗ 
dan; bat they mounted him againe vpon a ſwift coniſer, 
wheicon be rove enceutaging his prople, The Caliiaof 
@ticcnta kept him better company then he thought foz, who 
ſccing is much people there gathered together, bzought 
went thouſand men to the reſcue, At their firſt comming 
they did ſome harme becauſe thep were fieſh men, but it 
ate buta while: ſoz the Greckes, which by this time 
were atre:cdy fietbev, woe a cruell laughter of them, ſup⸗ 
plying that brerc, which was loft in the rel of the battels, 
foz the Fenicten Mzmce, Don Arg ante, although vn, 
knownr, carne altreſh with all the Pedians, ond fo thay 
ime where Feentren te made a beadiy bufcherie. 
-bh1s nas no day fo? the Greckes, fo2 euen the Sunne 
Z anatiht chem 2: fog falling do wne in the Weſt, he be⸗ 
ne them cf their froht; lo as the enemies might cafilie 
carne anidretire It ithertte, The Paine of Wzitanp could 
{Lally on at tbe where he was, but that he chaunced to 
eros Young mon with the ſtars, Who, defirons fo 
£40050 war withbhim,ignlng that his pec ple had p better in 
he nuptihe wof align y fitc of a hilt, which he could not do, 
ond (ee it, whe with Þ other 2, famous Jinitghts 
went 
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went to ſ&ke him, leaning the charge of his gounrnement 
with the warlfke Celindo, who ſeing himſelfe in ſuch aus 
thozitie , began alſo to encourage his people, and with ag 
30d o2ber as Bembo himſelſe could haue done. Ut hat haps 
ye ned to theſe which ſo went cut ofthe Campe, is fit to bee 
old in another CTpapter.

Ith Soueraigne pꝛaiſes (moſt excellem 
+9 67 Dꝛince) did all Grecia extoll the noble 

7 WES ll Cinacriang whoſe fame reached to the 
A heavens: fo2 in leſſe then thzœ houres, 

I bce had ouercome thze of the moſt fa- 
modus Pzinces in the Poꝛes Tampe, 
= Ind Brunduſio Pꝛince of Sibia, deſi⸗ 
rous to teuenge their loſſes, with a moſt gallant he w con- 
fronted Luzelacs louer: there was neuer ſæne a moze ans 
rie onſet: foz bekoꝛe the beholders cout3 imagine it, they 
were together, making little ſplinters of their great Laun⸗ 
ces. *ho'7e trunchions flew aut of üght, vp into the clouds. 
The Dagan loft a Arrop: they turned their hozſes, 4 com- 
ming to ſtrite both together with iach fozce, as beat their 
leads info heir bsſoms they ſtrake againe, and ag ine and 
dommiag tothe fourth hlow, (not able to enzure the kfoözce 
other rang armes) they lais their heads on the OSaddle 
gammels. zt 15593 fo} the H inacrian that hee came {9 
woll armed fo; although that hes did noi cut his armouc, 
vet be nage his doch lack and blew. The contrarie happes 
ned tothe Hagan: 2 in two o2 thee plates the blond began 
t come forth, Garroiileaes ſonne Was not better chaked of 
ail that day: fo? ſeatig How the H ooze had vſed him, hee 
flung 
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fung his shield at his backs, (he was neuer wont fo doe ſo, 
but when as in this maner he was incheler) and toke his 
ſwoꝛd in voth his hands. A belcene that he of Gtbia was 
afrayd ,and had reaſon fo2 comming to ſtritke him, he put 
man in feare fo ſe him bzandiſh his (wo2d. Zhe Pa- 
gan could net auoyd the blow; {o2 Ruvican was ſalwikt, 
that bekoze hee could be fa readings, the young warriour 
was with him and cicft his chield from ſide to ſits, and the 
blow lighted vpon his Helme with ſuch koꝛce, that it Arahe 
a Wap the one Haile, with a pœce of his head and made ting 
ready to fall. Be knew not whetfter it were dap oz nigbt: he 
gaue him a ſecond, and hit him vpen ene shoulder; it carrp⸗ 
2da way the polbꝛon and vauntbꝛace: all the camp thought 
that hee had done the like by his arme; and the Poꝛs fo 
ſaue himſelfe from falling, toke bold of his hoꝛles necke; 
pat he recougred himſelle, and m oꝛt nierte then a Lion, he 
th2owp his b2oken ſhield ta the ground; and faking his word 
in both hands, bee (ef vpen the Paince, who lifting vp his 
[{392d and ſhield, recepued the blowe vyon both; and as 
the edge of his was ſo excellent, it tut the Mozes in two pe- 
cs, making him ta loſe the greateſt part of the foꝛce at the 
biowe. This not withtending, hee Krake him with the ref 
vpon the \pcinie and Shield, hurling kim downe vpon the 
ſaddle pummell: bee law the ſtarres in his Helmet, and 
much bloud guſhed out at his eares and noſtrils. The 13a- 
gan fiung at him the reſt of his ſwozd, with ſuch foꝛce as 
ir it had beene thot out ofa Culuerine, and as hee raiſed him 
lelle, u ſmote him on the middeſt of the bzeſiplate, ſucha 
blow, as ſmote the beſt part of the wind out of his bodte. 
And as he ſaw him thus troubled, valaing himfelfe qual 
fo him in ſtrength, hee cloſed with bim, and had hee bene 
Aupotper then the Tiacrnan, hee had pulled him from 916 
bo2ſe : but it ſeemed to him that he met with a rocke. 

Trebatius ſonue reconered dis bzeath, and ſetting vpon 
de $003e(as he was ronger then he) ve ptuckt him fron: 
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his Saddle, but could not hold him foz waight: foz bee was 
a bigge man, and lo hee wasconfirained to leape with him 
to the grotnd, v here, beſoꝛe he could rectutt him ſelf, with 
his dagger he had almoũ ict out his ſcule: foz be wounded 
him deadip, and lo left bim being ſome what wearte (al⸗ 
(donghbeholoing his Kadie ſo (atre and ſo pleaſant, and all 
(dere of the Grote Ladies, which topfallp beheid him to 
l v's rare valour) with a lkip ge reconcred his ſad dle, their 
Fcautteeteutuing his wearied fpirits. 

Tor meſt ſtrong Aſlerildo ſcartelp ſuffreb him fo take 
his launte, When be came armed in ikie coloured armour, 
with Death in his ſhicld, painted lo at life, thai the wezk⸗ 
manſhip was pleaung, although the wozke were not ſo. 
This fre Waätchelcur laued Ltutromia ſo much, that al⸗ 
thongh teat hee playnclp ſew ſhee loucd him not, vet bee 
neuet left fo lone her vnt ill after war ds, as halbe declared, 
33 008d about Death were watifen theſe wozds: 

Her name doth not put me in feare, 
For ſhee's with me at bed and boord, 
As my miſhap doth beare record. 


Die LadpEnew well how dearely this Pztnee did lous 
ber: but there is no greater ariefe to ene beloned, then not 
to be able to helpe, noz fopne any favour, Vee tame with 
& £69d grate into the geld, alluring his buſineTe better 
hen eng befoze him. They parted {wifter then the wind, 
and wet in the middeſtt of the cartere. Nl ith tos griedie coy 
refing the Tinacrian miſt his bleowe , which went tobis 
ſatut and the moe, fog meeting the Calidonyan, he made 
bn hllelyte bend in his ſaddle. There was neuer Pircants 
en Lite that turned ſo; foz ſeing his Launce whole, hs 
harlesitas though it bad bene (hot gut ot a Cannon: ths 
zus halfe entred into the ground, the reſi beating the vn⸗ 
Le 7? AP2C, 
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ale, and being in bꝛeath. hee entred, not kuc wing te cne/ 


it him upon one fide of the Shield, and beat it co bis 
Beauer, with ſuch fozce, that it mate him hold his br gn 
back wards. Nom Das tholer meũted to the highes degræ, 
and in ſach io2*, vit were nieere madnes to fight with him: 
fo2 faking his 015035 in 55% bis hands, he would haue tens 
ten Dꝛamonds io peccs; there was no zefence in the ſhleld, 
no: in tue Ar mort, altgaugh enchaunted, nog in moſt pare 
Tele: 162 the cue his exme bꝛeaketh: and the other, the an; 
tie at tvinper of the ſwoꝛd cutteth, that except Rolamundies 
and Rolabels, there was net ſuch another in the wozid : it 
ſaote a wap a £92ner of his chield, and the ſwoꝛd lighted en 
the ſhoulder: U toꝛʒmented him ſomarch, that bee conid not 
beare the waved of the chield; and lo hee let ir tall, 4, 
ulng the pong man oppoztunitie to come bpon him with; x 
th2uT: and had ye bozne his arme alittle moze tuen he had 
th2ult him thoꝛow, from ſive to fide, and therewith ade 
him to fle it in his flclh, All the Campe was tn a (za {ts 
5s fro the gong mans vanealurable — tuerie lwhorg 
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there was no ſptech but of his rare valour. I leare me (ſaid 
the Empcrour 1rcbauus to him of Triviionda) that the

Jamofttet opinien (anſwered the ſenne) althongh Y 
allure pour gaicſic,the courage which thoſe thze knights 
Wewed, (which were, that Kulght with the Starres, and 
the two new Knights) made mee fo wonder, and J 
greatly defire ts ſ& them fried with him. That will quickly 
be loene, (anſweredethe Father foz as he lapeth abcut bim, 
there are fem within the Lifts foreſt his arme (as it was 
true: for turning agatins to behold the battell, the aduan⸗ 
{age was appatantefk Iinacrian his ſide, althovgb that the 
other by 2cienditig and offending bimſelke ſo v ell, delerued 
the name of taitant, notwithſtanding that hee would re⸗ 
maine oucrcome:fo2 now they ſaid it was no dilgrace ta be 
{9, br-ſach a Bright as that was: fog the gods had not reſer- 
acd to themlelues any greater valour, then they had infuſed 
into him, It ſeemed unte him, that fighting with ſuch der⸗ 
{critic and (kil,hauing ſo much to doe it was to ſpend muck 
time. And ſotsting foz nothing but focnÞ the baltell, hes 
griped the Pagan ſo hard, that he knew not where he was; 
and would alſo with a blow haue ended the fight:ſoz taking 
bis lwozd in both his hands, hee mate towards his enemte; 
be made many afraid, to ſæ him come with ſuch fur ie, a flai⸗ 
ng him at one fide, The Tinacriar would baue betteted it: 
but it was luke to heve b ne to his ou ne dammagc; fo2 the 
Poze was ſubtill, and perceiuing that hee warde d not his 
bead, he gaue him the greuteſt blow that euer hehad ſmit- 
ten: hitting bim at one ſte, hee beat his Helme round, and 
mat him to loſe part of his ſight, caſting cut much bloud: 
notbolthſtanding all which, he was fiil very hadfull, which 
in inch extremities, was that which did aſſure him of p bat- 
te bo ;cloling with him with his dagger (feztberewith great

And as be was kyow ne tothe Crakes, and 
held fo2 fo talfarit, they Were indoubt of the 11nacriar, 
but net they Which knicw What belenigedts the wars: and 
much lee folabel, who was ouvirieped to ſa bew wel his 
vntle had atquitted him ſetle: and be didthe moꝛereioptce, 
tolihinke, what contentment bis mighty Crandſather 
Wenld conceive, when he ſheuld know him tobe bis lenne. 
If your faticur were eticrdiſegreeable, faire Ladies.lapd 
the Em pzeſſe Bria ma, tothe pong Ladpte, in my opinion it 
ig now lo With (his comming of the aduerſatie, all the 
tompanie deth mutter, deubting of peur Knight, There is 
no tauſc of feste (ſcueraigne Cmpzeſle) ſapd the faire Au- 
reha, eur warriour being lo much leued and faucurcd as he 
ie. They had nat ſipt a fcot ſrem the place, bhintbey beard 
a grest noyſe im the field, which vas, that the one ranne at 
the ether with a greater ſwifines, then an arrow flpeth cut 
ofa bow. The Pagan was extreme firong : but bee met 
with one nbichinbghtingrenewedhis courage: fo2 come 
ming foencounter inthe cartere, their Lannces flicks info 
\wall ſplintets, and I beriheno hardly eſcaped falling, foz 
he was dir en to ſeize cn bis hogſe neck, Withent kncwing 
what hee vid. Luz elaes gentle Ituct was fon eb bat trons 
vied; Which was well pertelued by the aſſifEants, Whereby 
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they ludged of his enemies valzur: wos dꝛawing the b22ue 
A trutio Ring of the Pedes his gon Dod, made f2- 
Wird tie [11accian, At one inffant they traͤk etwa moꝛ⸗ 
fall lowes, which mad them both to ſa a tzouſand Rars 
in th: Adee. 

Tris Thallgnger had the beſt bozie in the wozld, 
fo: wi! ch cauſe his euemis could not mz:cte him, al- 
though bee returned with excellent telftues AJU1T hen, 
but rather carreed aw iy wich his fuciaus blow, gane plate 
te the Lover to ning a terrible blow bc ind, vader his right 
th2ulder, Wich did ſo tozenent him, that bee ſcarce!'» felt 
bis wo arme. Tie paint was [0397 gone Which wis an 
gdacntare fo; the pong mar: fs2 the Tinacrian wis come 
with anotyer, with greater hate then gaod ſprede; fo: he 
came 19 neete, that — no might weill ſtrike Him, The 
Sceeke neuer tecetued a greater ble d: faz heelmote him 
o1the bum the Helmet, and with a litt!z moze hav 
Rrickenit fronhis head, making him bow lower then bs 
Won 1442 Bone tan befors He conid retouer himietfe, he 
4113 52t-2 1 (9a:ethuu't, andhit him luckily in the topant of 
the bunt ice, and was the ürſt that dped Hig ſwizdin 
the Tinzcrians blond. Tye reſt (which retazined) freezed 
ti — zodfe, and rozing within himſelte, moze fiercely 
then a fncious Tiger, he ranne vpn horano.

Terz was nd ſtcelen ſhield, no: plankes of fine Ncele, 
bat all wis foo iiffic again the furie of the Iinacrian, 
Mee ſſcrake away his ſhielg, andit was a great chance, 
that hee had not done as much by bis arme : the blow 
paſſed to his Helmet, with ſuc) foztce, that it made (f 
Abe from his head. biesking the bucktes , leauing all 
hin face bloudte, which came out at noſe and eyes. Ahere⸗ 
With wan beard a great Haut in the field, crying, The 
4 220 Ladpes Champion is brad. 

bs Tiuacrian (ing him fo fapꝛe, and ſa amazed, 
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was mooged with compaſſion, and to toe that whlchhe 
neuer did, which wos,ts deldbis hands: ſozil he had iris 
ken him againe, it had been the laſt battaile that cuer that 
Pince had ſcughf. Unt he Gaped foict him take beach; 
when hee was ſully retccuered, making himſelke reatis 
foʒ his defence, he {ard onto him, 4 weuld net, fir Bnigbt, 
that your great wind ſheuld bee any gccallon of pour did 
grace, ſoz Witch JF Qonis bee fozic +: pou are weunded 
and diſer med; the vel courſe wül bee, to giue ever the 
battaiie without fariber contention. 

The viknewie herittiano was of gecod Eehantonr, 
and ſeeing bis gentle (ger, hee ſapd, J am berie ſogie, 
Gr Knight, that by ſo many wares you baue the vicozis 
oi mee : but ſaing the heauens haue lo £32ained it, ail is 
ſoz the beſt, and which ben fitteth mee. The I macrian 
tookc his anſwere verte hindlp, calling fo hie Squtre fog 
the Pelmet which he gaue him, ſaping, J wil not that rcur 
Shield remaine with mee, as a ſigne that ror: are cuer- 
come, but fo a token that Y am pours. The courtecus 
ſpeeches of the Iinacrian did greatly winne the heaits of 
all thele which were in the field. The pong man went fozth 
of the Lifts, ef whom was made great account fog the vas 
leur of his per ſen. 

{here was made a great nopſe in the campe: foz Don 
Ar gante had taken the place with ſo angry a tauutenance, 
that all men perceived with how great fut ie her came, All 
this was nothing to mocuc. the Tinacrian. Foz with 
greatcr müdeneſſe then in ſuch a caſe was rcquilite, 
hee went to the place where the Lannces were, and 
there hee choſe a great Launce: and putting ty bie Ro- 
ucr to take the ay;e, end fo wipe away the vloudis 
ſweats, (oz neuer did any Knight enZure fo much in (6 
little time) hee enccuraged his Rabican, and giting bing 
the ſpurre, hee became as freſh as the wind, U ben 
it commeth foozth of bis darke dungeons, and then with 
A wor dcrfull and incredible (wiftneRle hee made towards 
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the diſcuiſed louer. Thep met with lo great nople, that if 
twogreat Carricks had met in arough ſea, they could 
baue made no greater. The Fenictan with the forte of 
the entounter, loft his ho2ſe repnes, but he quickly recoue⸗ 
red them*"they turned their hozſes with (ach x grace, that 
Mrs could haue dons it with no greater. ſrevatius his 
Sonne being mounted vpon his Kubican, had the adnan- 
tage of all the wozld, and with that Krong armour: fo2 in 
it(nokwithTandiag ſo many battaties) there was not one 
ſcarre to be ſeene: but as the Danne went downe into the 

5vanith Seas, there was no fayzer tight to be ſeene, then 
the colours and reflection which if made, which (ufficeth fo 
make Luzclatgloue him: which iopfull to ſee him, ſapd te 
the fapze Ro'oluia, à doe beleeue that but fo2 your beautie, 
the Pinte could neuer haue atchieued ſo many: battatles 
with ſo much honour.

They were both couragions ! and ede returned, the 
-enicanhananlot voth his Stirrops, which he ſo quick- 
'p recourred, that it was ſcarcely perceived, The Tinacri- 
an p;eſuming of his Rubvican, would redes make a 
zende attempt, buthis dope failed him: fo; this louer was 
one ofthe moſt reavte men tin the woe, mths caſe would 
zather dee, then bee ouercame, Foz as the Tinacrian 
2pp;aached (putting his hazle alive, dee made him te 
loſe 5's blow, giuing meanes to Argante to ſmite him

But it was quickly ſeens, that the Greeks had 
the better: foz (as if hath beene alrcadic ſad) hee had the 
aduantage or allmen. is aduerſaris wauld haue cloſed, 
to haue wzeckled with him, hoping thereby ts haue gottes 
ground, Tos Tinacrian was wall bzzathed , and had 
his [wozd with the poenk fozwards, which the Greeke 
crofled, meaning to beare by ths blos but des vn5ers 
Food his encemics meaning: fo; hee was not well fitted 
fo that ward, when letting fail his Sbleld and Swozd, 
bee cioſed with him ſo luddenlp, that Dolphedus could 
not helpe himſelke with his armes. This Loner fogke ſe 
god hold af him, that he rapſed him from the carth, and had 
he bin any other then Garrofilcaes ſonne, he had layd him 
all along vpon the ground, getting great vartof the Uiſts 
vpen him : whereat the people made ſo great a nopſe. 
that the Lingcrian became as ferce as a Baſlliſke, and 
faking footing, hee recouered — jee had loll.

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pet in deſpight of them, they entred, encoursging the be. 
fieged, who now made (mali account ofthe Pagans , has 
ning ſo god ſuccours, and the new armie which they cxpcc 
ted. As it was in time of truce, wagen the Booze arriued, 
he al wates' to his greater loſſe) continued in thiserro2 that 
the Crœkes would be careleftc; but perceiuing that he was 
diſccuered, he ſent to craue apd from the campe. Although 

they ſen it him, and there with the mod valozousPzinces; 
yet thcp came to late: fo the { artarian and thoſe which 
went with hiim,knewe the countrep: and bp that meancs, 
be oꝛe that thoſe of the cam pc could ceme, he was with the 
Pagan with all that noble companp, a better then which, 
Alexander neuer led. The molt valozous Captaine, put- 
ting vp his Eeuer, laid vnto them, At hail not be nevfull, 
valoꝛous men of warre, to put you in minde cf the harmes 
recepued of theſes Pagans: and ſ&ing that foztune hath 
brought vs hither in ſo god time, let vs not delay to make 
them know che valour of cuery one of vs. 

Thee Eayd no longer, but with lowde inſcruments of 
warre, ſhe wed themſciues to the Dagan: who doubted 
ſome ill ſucteſſe, wozthy the baleneſſe where with hee had 
treubled the two campes. 

Yercupon he parted thoſe which fought, and truſting in 
bis campe and great multitude of valiant people, he ozdzed 
his battels as well as hee could, making head towards 
the enemie. 

This was not his day; foz the Grzkes ſeciig ſuch and ſo 
valoꝛous leaders, dellred nothing but to come fo fight, O, 
who could aſſiſt mee with a little water from Yelicon, to re- 
freſh my wearied pen, and delcribe the ſundzte aduentures 
happened that dap, although all contrarie tothe (oozes !)

Hau obter which they made, although that th2cugh the great 
multttude of tnemtes, tber payed teare fo2 their victozy. 
oz the coming of ſuch Boinces, was the tofali ecfirviaion 
of þ Pe;cs, who had never a famous Pꝛince am on gt the, 
bur the bꝛaue oe. A ma cannot imagine w hat a laughs 
ter they made: : fo2 where Erandaf del, Bramido ro, and thi 
gentle i cterco went, there was no defence egainſt their 
clubs, foz they trove all vnder foot. The greatsſt part ofthe 
1agans was ain,bcfoze that their fucce2s came from the 
cam pe, In tbe auaunt gard came the lower of Chinalrp, 
which were Bembo, Brauorante, Brutaldoro, & the young 
men a!thouch þ! cobulobpreaſon cf his hurts, was not to 
haus taken armes ſo ſcne. On the other ſide came the fine of 
the wod, deſireus to mete with the Graks, who being 
moze readp, amg thẽſe lues rcuenged, and fo muth ko their 
nur lounded arctreat, garding their backs with p Citie 
wals, leauu.g the enemp with lege then p third part of their 
Peor le. And the greatca cut! was that Dal pP. heb. s„deſirous 
o make thew of himlelke, in company with his b2other and 
Ccyhew, wanthe Standervef Comagena, the Ring com- 
nung tothe — 21s life honezablp, bscauſc it was by 
dhe hands ofthe 1 1Bacriat u. his king was coulit and great 
friend to ZJramatante, and bucte tothe furious Brauorante, 
ho u whe en he knew of vis dealt „Gualtenor dur ſt not tel! 
eh angrp pe was: fo; befoge that the Graks were wholly 
With, 
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withdzawn,be flew abone a hundzed of the, 4 kculd not ce: 
furne tothe campe withont rcuenge. The diueliſh young 
au went ſo compaſſed with his enemies, that in Teſpigh*? 
ok them hes went inte the citic, where J weoutid gladly ler 
thee (© Homer) to ling the acts which he there perfozre eb (hs 
would nok refuſe fo ügtt with a hundzod, to; hee foright 
with them all. Ve wet with the Winces of Vunoarte and 
Bohemia: it was nothing toſt rike them to the grcand,con- 
fidcring what hc pꝛetended. Ve turnedfo 1 horiſanc, who 
he left ſenceleſſe at His hozſcs les. And the bzaue T arta- 
r1an, although he deſerued it not, hee had neere bereaucd of 
Ale; fo2 caſting blond at his month and nofirils, he thzewe 
bum to ground. 

The flrong Eloriſiano and the inte of Croatia eſcaped 
not ſcotſrg, fo2 he left them afenied. & pꝛeud attempt: fix- 
tene P:inces he the b to the greund, in ſo ill plight, that it 
Was doubted of their liues. Ve came to encounter the two 
famevs Clants, Bramidoro, and Brandatidel: fo which 
he had an eie euer ſince their meting in the willow valley. 
He ertredbetweene them, nothing weyghing their terrible 
clubbes: and they which were bozne tobe feared, nothing 
feared him: fo whozling about their feareful weapons, they 
both together (mote bim fo flrongly , that they made bim 
how both his knees ſo the ground, and had taken him, buf 
the terrible yoring man beſtirring himlelfe with his bꝛead 
ſwozd,frake Brandatidels club out of his hands, and came 
vpon him with another, which let him from him,faſler then 
a god pace, which gaue bim plate to riſe, and ouertake the 
furious Bramidoro, Mee had paid no leſſe then his life, fog 
the diſpleaſore 6f this angrie young man: fo) hee made him 
o fall vpon 51s hands, and would haue cloſed to make a fi- 
nall end ol him, and had done it, had not the gentle T iterco 
come, who witha fierce blow, bindzed the purpoſe cf the 
ticrce Bravorarce, But he paid that which he ought to Pol. 
phebus: foz with a thzuſt he wounded him vorie ſoꝛe in the 
middeſt ol his bꝛeſt; and it his ſwoꝛd hadentred a little ſur⸗

cane to (horeſcue, (gping hand to his monſtrous crooken |

ſo nere him, ges could nat (trike him with his (wozy, gaue 
him lo ſound a knocke with the Bilts,that he laid him at his 
fte, Guailtenoe faith, that had ang of the other fa nous 
P:laceseatreo with him, the Citte had beene in danger to 
Maus bee ſarpziſed:he roared like à Bullat the ſtake, ans 
wis moe wight then an Dance: and thinking that hee 
hald better ex{cute his rage on fote, he foꝛſoke his hozſe, 
2110 (0 14 7125 the wach came n unted vpon great hozſes, 
as though hee had bee ae an Clep int: with two blowes hee 
ftrake gowne the twa brothers Dpaniards, which wers 
held far a3 valian! as matt in the Lampe: pet there were ſo 
many that ered tocomsto vizwes with him, that 5 place 
was neuer vold, but rather they met him in theway,ſoking 
reuenge. All this did but inflam his rage, had not the 
Gre ne Dzinces dene aduertiſed thereof , Wyo deſirous fo 
kill htia.came in all haſte. 

Ths Dane came ict vpon his Tirian, very cholericke, 
fo) Phe had ouerthzownehls Taptaine, which bzougbt his 
troupes out of Dacia, w1oentred pale with anger, and ran 
vpon him with his hozſe b2eit, bat hee ſtirred him as much, 
as if he had met with a rocke. Then came the bzaue Clara» 
mance, y has many times made him to feele what hes 
could doe with his Halbert, who leapt from his gozſe, to 
whome euetie one gaue place: hee ſtood ſomewhat aloofe, 
and whozling his weapon about his his head, ſmote him o⸗ 
ner the Helmet, and did moze then Don Heleno his hozte 
could doe, fo he made him ſet his hands fo ground :he ſecon⸗ 
dit with another , which made him ſtarke mad: fo2 .

The lover 
gaue him a thꝛuſi in the bzeſt, and had net his armeur Lare 
ſo good, hee had nepled him thezrw, and made him make 
two ſteps backwards. 

By this time had ail the fle we ofthe Treckesempals 
ſed him about: and the Jmactian had ſo great a dt ſtre te trie 
himſelfe again him , that bee lcapt from his bezſe, with 
bis Shield vpon his arme, deſiring his b3other to lcaue that 
battell to him, U herein he hould doe Him pleaſure, & li mẽ 
deſired fo content him: foz he was belcued of all The Pas 
gan knew him well bp his Eagle, end Ene bing that be bad 
Haine his good Uinkle, hte s flailed him, bidding them both 
fo pzepare themſelues: which Clarawante Would net Toe by 
anp mcancs,but leſt the battcil fo bis bactther, v he z6hce 
came freſh andeager, befoze hee could turnc «berrf, had gi. 
nen him two blewes, one after another :{ti;crc was no cns 
chantment againfthis weapens no fogte equal! to bis; tog 
both his knees he matt him ſet to the greund, and reackes 
him another, no le le then the fon cr. 

The Pagan ſave tha! which heentber fad ſcene: ſoz 
the lwoztes point cntring at a tracke in hie bzeſt-plate as 
it found a little entrante, it cut the ref, till it fel cvtite 
bleud:it was a great chance; end Cod pꝛeſetued him, tote 
end he ſhould bee his fend, and tbe createfl inthe ve2ir to 
this Pin cc: log falling in loue in Cgypt, tee Was amtene 
to put the Lad ie into his hand, as ſhall bet decletto mn the 
fourth part of this Biſtozie: and ſo winding bin (elle to 
onc'firc,the lwozd llipt cnt, [cauinghim weunded although 
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The bꝛaue Pagans bloud did free32 in his belly, to ſee it 
bponthe Grecians (1939, aud giuing a fierce ccte, he affai- 
leb him; and but that his nimblenes did much helpe him, 7 
beiceue, that hee had incurred great danger: foz notwifh- 
Aandiggallthis, he hit him a viow vpan the rich chield, and 
made him runne ftambling koz wards readie fo fall. 

The Dagan (to his owe hurt )cloſed with him: fo2 t 0 
Pzince was as fkrong as hee, whaletting goe his shield, ſe 
hand to his rich dagger. But the Moe had ſuch — 
in his armeur, that hee made no accompt thereok, and the 
poung man remembung the vertne of that weapon, gaue 
him von the top of his ſhsulver, two ſoze wounds, one at⸗ 
{cr another, which made much blond to run out. The che 
was ſv highly angred, that with a puſh hee put him far from 
him: and (ging that it was mere madneſle to ſkriue any 
longer, hauing ns altitance, hee aſſailedthe Knight Flaunn- 
neo, who was mounted vpon a god ho2ſe; Hee pluckt him 
out of his Saddle, pulling him ouer thoſe which were on 
hoꝛſebacke, and with a leape hee gat the Saddle, and ruth? 
ing thzounh the thickeſt, abone fonre loit their liues, in the 
Pagans going fozth, 

At the top of a hill all the whaioarmte ſtated, expecting 
him, hearing the nopſe, but they were not able fo comete 
helpe him: fozlrom the {ures aid Parxrapets of the wals, 
they th2ew (3 many itoncs 2 Outs, that without manifeſt 
danger they could not came nere him, and the Pagan eſca⸗ 
ped not without it: ſo as whea he came to the Campe, h. 
was as werie,as furious: he Would ipcane tang man, but 
rather mœting with Zrufaldoro, notrememy zung their a- 
grament, he ſet pon him, roatingiike a baited hui. The 
baue Maurita ian encsuntered, fo; dee neuer ſ2arcd him, 
where they began one of tho moſt gerte baftels that᷑ t uer 
Was inthe wozid: foz they were two of the best Anight⸗ 
therein; but Bembo came to part them, Verein did the Pa⸗ 

gans blinbneſle appeare, who not reſpecting him, furned a⸗ 


zainft him, ſaxying, that they ſhould all fight agamſt him,foz 
hig 
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taine would net lap hands on gum, altho: e had much 
angred him. A! the whole — coul 10 aue made 
him giue auer $32 baktell, gad not! lore! ta togte, whom the 
Hagan euer ſince ze met her in Dauri: nia, had choſei kz 
his Ood: fo2 ite Was ol opinion, ti af there was nothing 
in the wor.

The Pagan lirted his wozu no 11922 vp, after he heard 
his miſtris voyce. Strange power of affedion: foꝛ what ſo 
manp P2inces could not doe, was ended with her üght one⸗ 
ly, J would haue bene verp glad. valozous Lady, (ſaid the 
Mauritanan) ik pou weouls have ſuffred mee to haus ended 
it: but ſeeing it is your pieaſure, J leaue it in pour hands, 
Let it reſt (ſapd the Ladie) vntill che neld battell be ended, 
Let it be as pou will appoint it (ſapd he, no! 1 
which before ſeemed tobe a Lion; 105 from hencefozth it a. 
ny part J will not bꝛeake it: and fo they returned to their 
tampe, and altgough again his will, yet the made him to 
ſup in the Ladies Lent, where (although fained) the ſhewed 
him a thouſand fauoars : they were meanes to wichholo 
him from his fury, ſo⸗ he had determined topurſue them al, 
to be reuengedok the death of his Uncle. 

There was great ſozrowe foz the loſſe of that dap! Ang 
meaning to make amends in the field battell, they cen.

There was none of the P2zinces but deſired alone ko 
fight with bum, cſpecially Polphebus, of whome the old 
Bing of Macedonta (returning to Tonſtantinople) repoz⸗ 
ted wonders; all were glad thereof, eſpectallpbis Father, 
72 loued tim in the lame degree, as he dit the Emperour

By the Ladies which boldlp miaht dec it thoſe knights 
Were diſarmev, (ome helping one with their banbs, and 
with their ses and ſoule, another, What paſled in the 
Camps was dilcouered, aud bow that from thence, eight 
dapes, they had appointed the ficlo baftell; becauſe that bp 
that time, Leobello world be cured of his hurts: Lupertius 
cuted him verte carefully, that all might ſ@ how much bee 
Loned them, 

One night the viſcreefe Sclia came by chance, who had 
{o!lded them in their ſwavling cloathes at the time of their 
Arth, being much affeced to their valour, without any 
knowledge 
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knowledge of them, ee of Rufroniſ. , who was in 
the ſane Ten, ſhes went to ſee how hee did of his hurts. 
Sha came as L. upertius was deelling of him, and as woes 
men are veric bold, and being by night, ſoz that ſhes would 
fceimeto doe han fome {augur there in, ſgce tooke the can⸗ 
die, to Cine bim üght fo dz cile bim: but bee had ſcarcely TH 
ted us his ut te fee the wounds in his beit (fog thoſe 
witc the molt cruelt,) ſhero was fo much troubled, that ſhe 
Was tcadit to ict the candle fall out of her hand, and (£e- 
ing tbe picture of a Ladies lace in the young mans bzcft, 
and emcns;ind that that marke was vpen one of the chil- 
Lzcn bozne byte Pꝛʒinteſſe Lutrynilz, and ſhee imagining 
that (without doubt) this was onc of them, with verie top 
ſhe was buercome. 

Sbee defired to ſtap with him, to the env to know 
moze of tats matter: foztune was her friend, deliring fo. 
doe that Y2incefle ſome new faudur; and there being nd 
At compatiiie fo kay with the Pzince, if hee would haue as 
nie thing , thee offered her ſeitefo tay foz that purpoſe:

The Pzinecclle could ging no anſwere, ſher was fo 
lurpꝛiſed with luddaine top, which was then the grea» 
teſt that cculd happen bnto her. Ah, my dcha, J can- 
not belcue that lo great a god as this, can happen 
vnto ſo vnluckte a voman.no wapdeſcruing it; and there» 
fo:c it cannot be poſſibly, Without doubt it is as J tel ou, 
(02 J haue ſaue the verie markes whercwithtkey tt ere 
603ne, and that which Cleobulc hath, J ſaw thts night, 
when hee was a bc ling: and then ſher told yer what hay 
palled betweene the ince and her, whereof the Pꝛincc lle 
Was not able to centame the pleaſtire: end being vnable tg 
make an car of rene ing her delight, lhe laid, It bey@uct); 
nic to ſe it, tothe £39 to make me liue cotented. That ſhal 
be ancaſte matter io doe, anſwered the Damlell: fo now 
rueric body being at teſt, 3 wil {cave pou thither, without 
PIcourrig ; but why will you not belaue that J haue told 
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you of him? She pzelſently came fozth with her:foz the Fops 

fo ſæ him, did encourzge her in ſuch (ozt,that fe u culd avs 
nentute to come tothe Piinces ledging: to wheme at her 
comming the laid, Gp Damſell, Sir Knight, hath told me 
ſo many and fo rare things of you and teur brother, (that 
being ſomewhat Hard of belale, although i! u apbe noted 
oz lightnefie)that à incrchange to ſe it, haue put my ſcitg 
in danger tobe noted. It is tome, Soveraigne Pzincefe, 
A gteat ſaucur that which peu dee, and the caple being ma⸗ 
nifeſt, bꝛin gethſthelcbuhttetelence: os log the ri ſt, la ing 
it is rcur picalure, theres no Woe lobe dene, Lot tote it 
with yeur cles; and ſo putting his ſhirt a little by, he ſhe w⸗ 
ed that faire face. 

The Pzince de had ſo impꝛinked it in her heart, that ſhee 
pꝛeſentip knewit. She had almoſt diſcouered her ſelte but 
tonſidering what might criſue thereof, and to publiſh her 
cententment, ſhce toke her lcaue of him, the moſt topyſuill of 
any woman in the world. Tell did thee deſerue it, hau ing 
retouered two inch lonnee as ſhee had, being in all ſo ac- 
compliſhed. Shce was new of cpinion, that foztune couls 
doc her no greater pleaſure thn that which hee had recep. 
ned with the ſightof hertwolonnes. 

T.hep uUllhdzew them totheir lodging, With determina⸗ 
tion neuer to matt, læing ſhe had two luch childzen; neps 
ther to make ie mkncwne tothe Crecke their kather, fo;

It ſeemed {hat Apollo this day haſtenc? his courſe, to 
the end that there ſhonid want no time fog this bloudie 
Warte: he appeared ofa blondie colour, and Mars with his 
armed Trident appeared iow, where with he touched V ul- 
cars Shield. There was neither Faune, Daty;e,noz god 
'n the wads, which came not to tue top of p Pountatnes ts 
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fx the battell. In the Campe, befoze the Captaine Bemboes

which the Ctante rede on, he had kild him: hee let him goe, 
ſpurning him With bis fecte but be was peſentlp remens» 
ted. The Souldan of Egypt was cxtreamelp ſogrp, to ſ@ 
that of his fide they had the wo of the battcil, and there 
fozc he fought not, but did moe in giuing dire tens fog 
by furnes he brought new ſuceours where they were readz 
to fly. Thoſe in the mid deſt charged with all poſſible fozce, 
Roſa bel his ſennes, and the vunknowne reung man with 
ſtarres, had deſct ded moꝛe le bc into the valley.

O, who had ſence Voliphebus his cies ſull 
of water with bis fathers ſpeaches * lo; ail the armie (&- 
med little vito him; he gaue not onc biow, but that there- 
with be ther w downe a Kntght.Þeſawthe gentle Epirabio, 
who to him ſamed to be aman ei account, although he had 
beſozo cut rcome him, and made to him, and giuing bim a 
fierce blow, laying hands vpon bim, hee pluckt hum from 
his hoſe, and faz all that his garo could doe, hee toke him. 
giuing gad direction fog the carrying of him tothe Citie. 
Therr came into that quarter 2. famous warricurs, doing 
many faire exploits vp the Gra ks, which were the Ezin⸗ 
ces ol iquea, and ot Calidema. Che Tinzcrian ruſhed in 
betwane them, giuing them ſo much to doe, that he made 
them both paſt remembance, Ve ciofeb with Aſtorildo, 4 
trufing ſc his Kubitan, he ouer bare him ts the greüd with 
his hezle bzeſt: he weuld haue kiio him, fog he meant to leap 
bpen him, ik the ligne agrad vpcn With Attorudo bad nat 
letted him, ſo the end that they Gouldicpeirc tothe campe:

Cunts, had tahen their pallage, where it is incredible 
Wyat they did:foz guung head tothe belt hozles in y viozld, 
with the ir W1clvs at their baches, and their lwoꝛos in both 
handes, they did wonvers ; they v ere euen together: foz 
they were equall in valout, voing things alſheugh lawtal, 
ver pittpfull: foz ruſhing in betwene thete Giants, thep 
note the downe as [t they had bin ozdmnary hezſcmen but 
they were ſo manp and fo Wrong, that it bel wued them to 
dee moze then they did.

much bzaucryo as there was among thoie Gallants, which 
by that time were gone kozth of the finp2rigll Citie in a 
well marſhalied ſqnadzon, nll light, with their ſwords one 
ly, with ſach coſtly attire, as a mau would not de ſire to (ee 
moe in all bis lit: time. 

Betweene Claramante and Claridiano, went the fapze 
Sarmatia, ar nie with moſt rich Armour, which Lirgandeo 
had giuen her, withcut any Helmet, and in ſtead thereof, a 
coloured hat te ot the colour of her Armour, with ſuch coilly 
wozkmanchip, that the pzice thereof could not bee vas 
lued.

fongbt, it was but to come fo entoy this dap: there is no- 
thing ſweete, but what is gotten with paine, which ſceing 
it bath becne betweene Loth Campes, it is reaſon that thep 
both thould emp that which is redounded thereof, Walo- 
rous Ledie , anſ\peredthe courteens Bembo, although if 
'rcre but to be deligtzted with your valcur and diſcretion, al⸗ 
tet (0 many tempeſts, they were all employed, and we u ill 
accept of the favour which thole iS21nces offer vs, entriug 
into their Citie, from whence it will be moze hard foz them 
againe to put vs ont, in peace, then in open warre,Lhepall

2 ſcenc but Knights and Ladies, the tight whereof cxcgs 
dinglp much pleaſcd the Pagans. 

{ know not how, dilcreeie reader, Jam entred, neither 
the mtddle,noz ending of kiele entertatnments! fo2 cuen to 
imagine if, is as much as fo2 wee fo wate thezow the 
1 wolne Sea die- fote. tho is able to deſcribe what Benito 

. when the faire Ltana came to ſprake to him, ſax⸗ 
ing 7 nener thought, famous P.ince, that pcut arme ſhculd 
baue wzonght me lo much diſplealute: but now to content 
vou, I will requife pon, pꝛaping you ts diſpoſe of all: fo; al- 
though T haue gene with pou in (he opinion ofa tyzant, 3 
will dzaw pou from that by experience.

Nolilura, whom hee loued as his ſonic: to Attoriidoes 
lot, fell the faire Clarintes of Celandia: and tothe Yin 
of Fraunce Clacindo, the fapze Engliſh Artemita: fo the 
Piünces of Bohemia and Bungarie, to the one, the ſapze 
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Troy la, and fo the other, the faire Fenici na, Aer to Don 
Argaute. 

Wye mightie Tartarian Dariſteo was ſo enamoures 
of the young Kolabela, that her Gre de parents were 
Glad to alue her, (2etng how much they were veholding 
tohim, which cut the heart of the Knight with the larres, 
fo; therebpon grewe a great quatrell, which lated long, to

In geacra 1 wee are all vicogtovs; fo if the Greckes 
map 210210 in ther name, the Pagans map allo weare gar- 
lands of grene cke: bu! in particular J alone cannot top 
in this name, althonas that fo; ſome reſpects J haue ſo 
much deferred that, which ought not to be enduted koꝛ a mi⸗ 


nite: and hot can it be, that I Hould liue centented, (ces 
ing 
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ing my fathers Armes in the handes of Brufaldoro, ic 
much defended by the Creeks, that therein they haue bound 
mes to doe them ler nice ſo long as J liue + and baning 
twiſe giuen oner the battaile, fo2 the loue of my Lady 
Floraliſa (and a hundꝛed would:) but ſhee deferred it vntill 
the end of theſe battaues: and ſceing that they are ſo 
well ended, there is no reaſon why it chould be any len» 
ger delayed: fo2 it is a great ſtapne to mp honour, and 
much faz this King to haue challenges mee.

On the ether üde came in (in valour) the rare Braua- 
raute, With ali the AIApzians (that were left) in his com-

They pettozmed it (gallant Ladies) with greater 
novſr,then the raging Sta maiieth, when it thzeatneth the 
Sighelt heauens, and being dnable fo reach Unto them, con⸗ 
tenteth it lelfe with beating the reckes pon the ſhozes 
ide. And although that tbeir Launces hav brene Shippes 
maſts, they would have bzoken ibem in mall pieces: to 
thry came moze firencly (eaten in their Saddics, then anp 
roche in the Poontaines, and their Launces being bzoben 
into iptintcrs Wito the tozec of tteirciicounter, flew into 
bt age tleane out of fight.
